DURING INCUBATION, 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly 

frish Times, the Poultry Correspondent 

Says :-- : ; 

Lhe eggs should be turned twice daily the 
first thing in the morning and the last 
thing before dark, giving only a half turn 
on each occasion. The turning need not 
commence until twenty-four hours after 
the eggs are put in. it is also an advan- 
tuge to change the position of the eggs 
in tne drawer occasionally, from the 
centre to the side and the reverse. Cool- 
Ing the eggs—that is, leaving them out 
of the drawer for five or ten minutes at 
the time of turning—was supposed to be 
necessary, but now niost, experts say It 
does more harm than good. Of course, 
in large machines where there are 
thousands of eggs it takes some time to 
turn them, and this airs them enough ; 
but where there are only a few eggs it 
may be necessary to air them for a short 
time, especially in Warm weather. In 
any case, do not expose the euwus suddenly 
to cold air, and take care that they ave 
not in a draught when turning them. 
The only other operation necessary durjng 
incubation js testing the eggs about the 
seventh day.

| Liffey Floods. . 


I was reminded, when watching the 
swirling cuirent in the Liffey after the 
recent heavy rain, that the river has been 
responsible for some strange incidents in 
the course of its history, if the chroniclers 
are to be believed. Jt is said to have 
been completely frozen over in 1338, 1739 
and 1768. In 1687 heavy rain and a 
violent. storm caused great floods which 
swept Essex Bridge and a mill at the 
corner of Watling street, and spread 
through the city as far as St. Patrick s 
Cathedral. Another inundation, in 1787, 
destroyed Island Bridge, which had been 
standing since Elizabethan times, and 
caused much distress to the citizens of 
Dublin. It is easy enough to account for 
the floods, but I am afraid that Harris's 
statement to the effect that thle river was 
completely dry for two minutes in 1452 
sounds like drawing the long bow. The 
occurrences ‘of 1767 seem a little more 
plausible. On the 5th September in that

Oranges. 


Talking about my recent note on vend- 
ing oranges in theatres,-a reader said 
that the once popular custom evolved from 
what first was thought to be a necessity. 
After the revival of the theatre in the 
reign of Charles 11., the aroma of oranges 
was considered to be a disinfectant or 
deodorant, and the fruits were carried by 
the grand ladies of that period whenever 
they patronised the play. Pepys refers 
to the fashion, which, it is evident, soon 
was adopted by the vulgarians, who went 
to the extent of eating the fruits. Similar 
early ideas of hygiene were applied in 
other ways, and at least one instance by 
which custom serves as reminder is exist- 
ing. In a London police court a small 
bouquet is placed on the Bench; this 
really is in keeping with the practice of 
olden days, when sweet-smelling branches 
—rosemary was a favourite—were strewn 
as a preventive against jail sickness.

One well-authenticated incident relating

The womenfolk of a | 
household had their clothes made from | 
the same length of cloth as that from 
which the menfolk’s clothes were cut, an 
arrangement which wbuld come very fat 
short, indeed, of satisfying the Eve of to- 
day. Until yuite recently Dublin still 
purchased a good deal of Leeds cloth, but 
mostly in the made-up form. Since the 
coming of tariffs, of course, these imports — 
have fallen off considerably in quantity. 


Buried Garmns, 


There are several Trish lakes about 
which it is said that, if you gaze long 
enough into their waters, you will dimly 
erceive the streets and houses of 4 
aaa town far beneath the surface. The 
most persistent example of this legend 
is concerned with Lough Neagh, and 's 
quoted in Caxton's “ History of England. | 
Scotland, Wales and Ireland.” 1497 
According to this account, the area 
occupied by Lough Neagh was once dry 
land. A town stood in the centre of the 
district and was served by a famous well 
which the inhabitants were under . 
solemn obligation to keep covered when 
they were not actually drawing water out | 
of it. On one occasion, howevér, a woman 
who was at the well heard her child cry | 
from its cradle and ran to its aid, leaving 
the well uncovered. Before she conid 
return the water sprouted forth in | 
great jet. drowned the woman and her 
child, tovether with all the other inhabi 
tants, and spread until it formed the 
present Lough Neach, Thomas Moore 
refers to the legend in a well-known 
verse :—

Gangier Lane. 


Of all the curious street names of 


| Dublin, the one with the most interesting 
| history is that of Tangier lane. 


Situated 
in the vicinity of Chatham street, this 
small area is named after Tangier, in 
North Africa, at present the Mecca of the 
Mediterranean tourist. The name was 
bestowed upon it by Charles II., a 
monarch who seems to have enjoyed a 
great measure of popularity in Dublin. 
Tangier was really thegirst British posses- 
sion. It was acquired "BY England not by 
right of conquest, but as the dowry of a 
(Jueen-—Catherine of Braganza, wife of the 
“ Merry Monarch ” himself. A good deal 
of wrangling, however, was accomplished 
by the Minister of Charles who arrarted 
the Royal match before Portugal decided 


_to cede Tangier as part of the Princess's 


dowry ; but, as the upkeep of the new pos- 


| session seems to have been considerable, 


this task was assigned to the citizens of 
Dublin, who were taxed:accordingly. In 
return they got Tangier lane—the honour 
of naming a street after the Queen’s 
dowry. 

Another unusual circumstance accounts 
for the existence of Eden quay. To the 
vanity of man this area owes its high- 
sounding title, and not, as one might sup- 
to the garden home of our first 
In the correspondence of the 
Right Hon.’ John Beresford in 1854, a 
letter addressed to him from the Right 
Hon. William Eden, Chief Secretary, 
stated that—'‘ If our great plans should 
ever go into execution for the improvement 
of Dublin, I beg that you will contrive to 


edge my name into some street or square 


opening to a bridge, the bank or the Four 
Courts.” Hence Eden quay. 

During the flat race season a Dublin 
bookmaker runs a betting shop in the 
vicinity of Eden quay which he has named 
“ The Garden of Wden.': Probably he has 
misinterpreted the origin of Een quay.

HEAVY RAINFALL BUT MUCH 
SUNSHINE. 


The outstanding features of December's 
weather were the abnormally heavy rainfall 
and the recording of over six hours’ sunshine 
in Dublin on Christmas Day 

A total of 3.95 inches of rain was recorded 
during the month, as compared with 1.41 
inches in December, 1931, nineteen days being 
scheduled as “wet.” The amount of sun- 
shine recorded was 48.9 hours, the greatest 
amount on any one day being 6.1 hours on 
the 25th. Christmas Day was not, however,

THE RED INDIAN. 


ROYAL DUBLIN SOCIETY 
LECTURE. 


“The Red Indian as he was and is,” was 
the subject of a lecture for javeniles which 
was given in the Members’ Hall of the Royal 
Dublin Society, Ballsbridge, yesterday aiter- 
noon. There was an audience of about one 
thousand, and of these, perhaps, five hundred 
were juveniles, and, judging by the applause, 
they were enamoured of Indian life in general, 
and were particularly attracted by the 
lecturer—Chief Os-Ke-Non-Ton—who told his 
story in a most natural mariner and with a 
keen sense of humour. He took the children 
batk on an educational tour of the Red 
Indian country in Canada and elsewhere as 
it was before the so-called civilisation was 
thrust upon them, so that the children would 
have a better understanding of the life of 
the Red Indian in America of the old days, 
as it had been so wrongly represented in 
many books : 

(Chief Os-Ke-Non-Ton, who appeared in 
Indian costume, was received with hearty 

plause when he appeared on the platform. 
fe explained that his headgear was made 
from eagles’ feathers. He then showed the 
head-dressés of the medicine man and the 
warrior. He showed a musical instrument 
made of hollowed wood with a diameter of 
six inches, in which was a glass of water, 
covered with parchment, which, when beaten 
with a stick, produced a drum-beat effect, 
and to its accompaniinent he sang various 
types of Indian songs, including the warriors’ 
sung, the hunting song, and the happy sony. 

He then showed lantern slides of how the 
Red Indians lived, their customs, clothes and 
the head-dresses of the different tribes. He 
showed how they celebrated their festivals 
and held their various seasonal dances. and 
sports. 

It was a fascinating Jecture, delivered in 
an easy, charming style, and gripped the 
attention of the audience right through. 

This afternoon the lecturer will tell '' The 
Romantic Story of the Red Indian,’’ and he 
can feel assured of a large and appreciative 
audience.

Charged with Murder 
of Brother. 


Free State Soldier Remanded 
seryeinail :

Michae] Walsh (21), a Free State soldier, 
with an address at Power's Hill, Ring; Water- 
ford, appeared on remand in the District 
Court, Spiddal, to-day, before Justice Mac 
Giollarnath, charged with having on the 
night of October 6 last wilfully murdered his 
brother, Patrick Walsh (31). 

The accused man, who was wearing a 
mourning band on his left. arm, was dressed 


posed during the proceedings, which lasted 
about five minutes, 


ex-Free State soldier, who was employed as 
a labourer in Galway, was, found unconscious 
on the railway bridge near Renmore Military 
sarracks, Galway, on the merning of October 
7. He was taken to the Central Hospital, 
Galway, where he died that night, 

At the inquest, at which an open verdict 
was recorded by the jury, evidence was given 
that Patrick. Walsh died from a fractare at 
the base of the skull, and that there was a 
three-cornered wound over the right eye and 
injur:es to the hip. 

The body was then taken to Waterford and 
interred, Subsequently, by the order of the 
Free State Minister for Justice, the body was 
exhumed, and Dr. McGrath, State Pathologist, 
who ‘cartied otit the yost-wtortem examina- 
tion, reported tu the Crimes Department. 
Investigations were then conducte’» by 
Superintendent Hunt and Detective Sergeant 
Lawlor, and on December 27, at Athlone 
Military Barracks, they arrested Michael 
Walsh, 

- When the accused man appeared before the 
Justice at Maam District Court. last week, 
Detective-Sergeant Lawlor applied for a 
further remand to Spiddal, and stated that 
the defendant had made a statement, which 
would not: be submitted at that stage. 
When the accused man appeared in Spiddal 
Court to-day, Superintendent Hunt” informed | 
the Justice that communications had been 
sent to the State Solicitor.

America’s Peril. 

Three years ago a Committee of Re- 
search, comprising’ a’ number’ of’ distin» 
guished citizens, was appointed by Presi- 
dent Hoover to survey the whole field of 
public affairs in the United States. Its 
report, which has just been issued, is a 
document of yery grave importance. 
Formerly the United States were regarded 
as being virtually immune from the social 
and economic difficulties which beset the 
paths of the European lands; but; the 
Committee’s report shows how mistaken 
this confidence has been. To-day, for all 
the gold that has flowed into the coffers 
of Washington during the last ten or 


twelve years, there are upwards of 
ten million persons out of work. in the 
Union.

Influenza in Ireland. - 

Influenza has reached Ireland again. 
The outbreak: has‘ not’ yet attdined the 
proportions of an epidemic, and it is the 
business of medical officers and the public 
to prevent its progress. Largely in con- 
sequence of sudden changes in the weather, 
a number of cases has occurred in Dublin 
within the past week, and several factories 
are short-handed through the illness of their 
workers. The English provinces—parti- 
cularly the neighbourhood of Birmingham 
—are suffering severely, and London anti- 
‘cipates the assault of the bacillus within, 
at the most, a few weeks. So far the 
Irish outbreaks have been neither serious 


nor very numerous, but it is necessary to 
The Free State 


Government and 


take every precaution. 
Department of Local 
Public Health has issued a warning to 
public bodies. It exhorts local sanitary 
authorities to prepare for the organisation 
and co-ordinating of all medical, nursing 
and general health services in their dis- 
tricts. It urges them to arrange hospitai 
accommodation and to educate the public 
without delay on the means of prevention 
and treatment. Furthermore, it recom- 
mends that the Department shall be noti- 
fed of all districts 
severe outbreaks occur, The notice, goes 
on to offer advice to the public, which 
deserves to be repeated. Influenza—which 
may have highly dangerous consequences 
spread the breath of 
affected persons. Overcrowding, therefore, 
must be avoided both in public places and 
in public vehicles. Nobody ought to spit, 
and anyone who. requires to cough must

| be careful to cough into a handkerchief. 


It is vitally important that sufferers from 
the disease shall be isolated at an earty 
stage, and children from infected houses 
ought|not to be permitted to go to school. 
The sick-room must be ventilated care- 
fully ; when the patient has recovered the 
rooms of the house, together with ars 
clothing and bedding, and every washable 
article, must be cleansed. These are valu- 
able instructions, which must be supple. 
mented by the first and great command- 
ment to the sufferer: ‘‘ When you feel that 
you have contracted influenza, go to bed 
and stay there until you are better.” Thus 
far the winter has given little cause for 
complaint, and there has been notably less 
illness than is usual. Any dangers which 
lurk in its remaining months can be 
robbed of much of their force if the public 
will take preventive action in good time. 
To disregard the simple instructions 
issued by the Government against the 


spread of influenza is to court infection. 


Examinations. 


Twice in recent months France has been 
agitated by an examinatigh scandal. On 
the first occasion many candidates secured 
undeserved success through an ingenious 
trick with time. The same papers were 
set for a civil service examination 
throughout all the French dominions, and 
somebody in the East Indies telegraphed 
to waiting examinees in Paris the 
questions which already had been put 
was 
paid handsomely for his pains; his pay- 
masters scored high marks, and the clock 
was the only culprit that the Government 
ever brought to book. The latest scandal 
Is more serious; for it is described as a 
conspiracy of corruption in which official 
persons seem to he involved, Last week 
an alleged case of cheating in a medical 
examination was brought before the 
authorities. Every precaution had been 
taken against malpractices. The candidates 
marked their papers, not with their names, 
but with numbers only; and these papers 
were not handled directly by the 
examiners, but were read aloud by 
specially chosen readers. It is charged, 
however (on the reported confession of 
several persons), that many of the 
candidates identified their papers by 
special code words ; that readers corrected 
mistakes before they read the pa ers 
aloud, and that some of the judges, know- 
ing the code, gave unduly high marks to 
their favourites. No doubt, the authori- 
ties will probe such very grave charges to 
the bottom. In these days nothing can be 
more important than the integrity of the 
examination system; for in all civilised 
countries it has become the main portal 
to success in life. Examinations: are the 
hall-mark of modern democracy. ‘Through 
them—and through them  only—the 
humblest youth can become a responsible 
cog in the machinery of government. They 
are the sole approach to the learned pro- 
fessions; the fighting services refuse to 
dispense with them; to-day even a post- 
man must satisfy the examiners before he 
can don the letter-bags. Any widespread 
distrust of the impartiality of university 
or civil servicé examinations would have 
calamitous results. In these islands, 
fortunately, the examination system is 
above suspicion. No serious abuse cf it is 
on record, and it enjoys a complete 
measure of public confidence.

BIRD-LIFE IN DUBLIN, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
‘Sm,—Your leading article, ** Birds and 
Men,” in this morning s issue, pays a well- 
deserved and gretifying tribute to the oo 
of the spirit of kindness now so evidént in 
Dublin, where an assemblage of birds amount- 


= 


oth say, ‘‘ chosen a resting-place in the very 
centre of our city’s crowded traffic,’’ where 
they ‘‘ sleep peacefully in the blaze of electric 
lamps and amid the humming gf electric 
wires.”” It is not, indeed, quite in keeping 
with the usually great accuracy of your paper 
on this subject to refer to the now celebrated 
spectacle as that of a “‘linnet-laden tree ©; 
for it should be well known (and I think 
the /rish Times was the first paper to make 
public the fact) that the birds composing 
this remarkable roost are not linnets, but 
wagtails—the common ‘ willy wagtail”’ that 


As you rightly say, the choice by so many 
as a thousand of these birds of so public a 
roost, and their continuance i repeating that 
choice, winter after winter for the remark- 
able period of four successive years, is a 
singularly handsome tribute on the birds’ part 
to the kindness they experience from all 
sections of the Dublin public. They tell us 
plainly that they have found a sanctuary 
jor themselves in the very spot where one 
would have thought them most certain of 
disturbance. It is pussible that they actually 
suffered some disturbance on their first ap- 
pearance (in 1929); for in that year they 
deserted the roost about the beginning of 
December; but their return in the autumn 
of 1930 was so warmly welcomed by all classes 
that they continued one of the sights of 
Dublin until their break-up for nuptial pur- 
poses in the middle of April, 1931. 

Avstil] more remarkable tribute to the kind.

Ships ana Shipbuilding.

The Mark of Origin. 


An inquiry was opened at the Ministry 
of Agriculture this morning into an 
application by the National Farmers 
Union and the National Poultry VUounei!

Í tion about conditions where there is not 
| sufficient oxygen to maintain life. Biz 
| explosions show that the sound waves o\ 
|a distance of about 55 miles vraduat!) 
fade in volume, and that for the next 50 
| miles. no sound is heard. The. sound, 
however, is heard again about 120 miles 
distant. 


| The Pacific Ocean. 
Canada is inviting the Pacifie Science 
| Congress to meet in Canada this year. 
Plans had been made for the fifth meet 
ing of the Congress to be held in Van 
couver and Victoria last June, but gene 
ral economie conditions made postpomn 
Í ment advisable. It will now be held, as 
| was originally planned provisionally, in 
June next. 

Thirty-one countries participate in these 
| congresses, and their object is to study 
| scientific problems relating to the Pacific 
| Ocean region. Topics will include life 
in, and the significance of Pacific fiords ; 
| meteorological conditions affecting naviga 
tion on the Pacific; developments in the 
application of science to industry in coun.

Whether 
such balance during that period 
favourable or otherwise to the Free State 
does not really affect the argument based 
on comparisons, which is either that such 
balance was substantially less favourable, 
or markedly more unfavourable, during 
the period August to November of 1932 
than it was during the corresponding 
months of 1931. Here are the official 
figures :— :

Thus we find that the value of the Free 

State’s exports fell much more iapidly 
than the imports. To make the issue still 
clearer let us assume that the same rate of 
declines will prevail if, and until, a full 
year of “ economic war ” expires i; the 
end of next July. During that year im- 
ports, at the same rates of decrease, will 
have fallen by £9,285,000, while the ex- 
ports wil! have declined by £16,240,000, 
and will thus produce an adverse effect 
upon the international trade balance, as 
compared with 1931, of just £7,000,000. 


CUSTOMS DUTIES AND 
BOUNTIES. 


Two items remain to be taken into our 
account. On the credit side are certain 
iricreases 1n revenue from Customs duties, 
and upon the debit side an unascertained 
amount for State bounties payable on ex- 
ports. Upon the basis of the revenue 
figures for the first nine months of the 
present financial year (just published) it 
would appear to be likely that Customs 
receipts will show an increase of about 
£1,500,000 for the financial year. When 
we counter-balance this increase, it would 
appear that at least an equal. amount will 
be required to meet the cost of bounties 
on cattle and other exports. 

Again, making our deductions from 
actual experience, we find that a further 


| substantial item must be placed on the 


debit side of the account for decreased 
traffic receipts. While the whole decline 
of £600.000 in Free State railway receipts 
for 1952 cannot be attributed to 
‘economic war ” conditions, it is quite 
elear that the resulting ‘restriction of 
trade was a major factor in bringing 
about such decrease. In order, however,. to 
avoid any suspicion of over-statement, or 
of special pleading, let us omit all traffic 
and other losses due to trade disorganisa 
tion, and proceed to strike our balance on 
the basis of the officially certified figures 
as set out above, 


THE SUSPENSE ACCOUNT. 


As against the ascertained increase, at 
the rate of £7,000,000 annually, to Free 
State adverse trade balances, it may be 
suggested that a substantial set-off exists 
in the £5,000,000 yearly which is being 
withheld from the British Treasury, an 
retained in the form of a ‘* suspense " 
account. Even upon such an hypothesis 
an actual approximate loss of £2,000.000 
would reffiain to be faced—a sum which 
ultimately can only be found either by 
drastic reluéetions in Free State expend: 
ture or by placing increased tax burdens 
on Free State citizens.

MORE PURCHASING POWER 


The chief recommendations are :—

employment fund ” ; ' 
Extension of Old Age Pensions ;

While expressing the warning that there 
is need to tackle the problem of the 
machine, the report says that the depres- 
sion has forced employers to devise new 
means of saving labour so that, at best, 
the problem of technological unemploy- 
ment promises to remain grave for years 
to come. 

The Committee does not wish to be 
alarmist, but “it would be highly neglli- 
gent to ignore the imminent pertls in the 
further advance of our heavy technical 
machinery over crumbling roads and 
shaking bridges. There are times when 
silence is not neutrality, but assent.’’ 

The American standard of living in the 
near future may decline owing to unem- 
plovment and ‘the weakness of mass action 
by the employés, as, for instance, 1s shown 
by the decline in the membership of the

SPREAD OF GRAFT, 


The report expresses concern over the 
spread of graft and “ racketeering’’ in the 
Government, and in parts of the Judiciary, 
mentioning the Teapot Dome scandal and 
the \traffic in judgeships.

THE AUSTRIAN LOAN 


In a leading article on the ratification 
by all the principal Governments con- 
cerned of the Lausanne Protocol, contain- 
ing the agreement for a further guaran- 
teed League of Nations Loan to, Austria, 
The Times observes:—It is not surprising 
in the circumstances that the proposal 
for a fresh loan should have aroused .a 
great deal of hostile criticism in many 
different quarters. In Austria itself the 
political conditions attached to the 
Lausanne Protocol were exceedingly un- 
popular, as might have been expected, 
and the Chancellor (Dr. Dellfuss) only 
succeeded in obtaining the ratification of 
the agreement by a very narrow majority. 
In the would-be creditor countries, also, 
the proposal was severely criticised.

though M. Paul-Boncour succeeded in 
obtaining a substantial majority in favour 
of ratification, it is clear that ‘public 
opimon in France is, to say the least of it, 
by no means enthusiastic in its support of 
the loan. In this country also it has met 
with rather a lukewarm reception. Mr. 
Chamberlain had little difficulty in de- 
fehding the scheme in the House of 
Commons last month, but it cannot be 
said that financial. opinion in general is 
inclined to take a very rosy view of 
Austria’s future prospects, On the face of 
it there is little ground for the belief that 
a country which has been forced by over- 
borrowing (among other circumstances) to 
default on its existing oblig tions, is going 
to be cured of its financial troubles by the 
homeopathic treatment of a fresh loan. 
Indeed, there is, perhaps, a suspicion 
of truth in the cynical view that the chief 
reason why the creditor Governments have 
been so ready to grant Austria fresh 
assistance, which has been- refused to 
other countries, is that they are anxious 
to avoid a call upon their guarantees of 
the loan of 19253. 

There are, however, one or two hopeful 
signs. The frank recognition of the 
depreciation of the Austrian currency has, 
to some extent, eased the ituation, and 
there seems to be a better 
definite agreement will be reached with 
the foreign creditors of the Credit Anstalt.

The trawler was wrecked at Hole Head, 
three miles north of Stonehaven, 
and. her fate was not known until about 
11 a.m.,- when two men walking on the 
cliffs saw her hull sticking above the 
water. They ran to the road and asked a 
passing motorist to summon the Coast- 
vuards, 

The Coasteuards, who arrived with life- 
saving apparatus, could see no sign of life 
on the ship, which was being pounded in 
heavy seas, lashed to fury by a 60-mile 
per hour gale. 

By early afternoon the trawler was 
breaking up, and the watchers on shore 
saw several bodies being dashed on to the 
rocks and carried out to sea ‘again by 
backwash. 

Lifebuoys washed ashore bearing 
name Venetia put the identity of 
vessel beyond doubt. : 

The Aberdeen and Stonehaven lifeboats 
set out for the scene of the wreck, but 
were unable to approach it. The Venetia 
was returning from the fishing grounds 
when she struck the rocks. 

Only last week, a few miles along the 
rocky coast from the scene of yesterday’s 
wreck, the Aberdeen yawl Star of Peace 
was wrecked and her crew of three lost.

DISTRESS SIGNALS, BUT 
NO VESSEL. 


Battling with stormy seas, two Irish 
lifeboats yesterday searched for hours, 
without success, for a steamer which had 
flown signals of distress off the County 
Dublin coast, and hac then either been 
driven before the gale in the direction of 
the Isle of Man or had got out of her 
difficulties and proceeded on her course. 

When first observed the steamer, which 
was a three-masted collier of about 200 
or 300 tons, was standing off Skerries, 
some miles out. She was flying two flags 
of distress, including the full distress 
signal, which meant that she was in 
immediate need of assistance. The signals 
were seen. by the crew of the Rockabill 
Lighthouse, who sent a semaphore message 
to the mainland, where it was seen by a 
member of the lighthouse crew who. was 
ashore on leave. He communicated with 
the Coast Life-Saving Service, and ar 
urgent summons was immediately sent to 
the lifeboat station at Howth, 

Efforts were made by the crew to anchor 
the vessel, in order to prevent her being 
driven on the rocks off Skerries; but she 
dragged her anchor and was driven before 
the wind, which was running off the 


coast, her engines Leing apparently out of 


action. . 

The Howth lifeboat, Lady Kylsant, put 
to sea at about half-past one, and made 
for the direction where the vessel had 
been sighted. Although she succeeded in 
making ten knots, travelling against wind 
and waves, she received a very severe 
buffeting, and it took: her considerably 
over an hour to reach Skerries. 

There was then no sign of the steamer 
in the vicinity of Skerries, and the life- 
boat, after searching some hours in a 
rough sea, without sighting any ship, put 
back to Howth, which was reached at 
about. half past six. 


A CHASE GIVEN UP. 


Meanwhile the Clogher Head lifeboat, 
which was launched during the past year, 
and is one of the most powerful in the 
Irish service, was summoned. and she put 
to sea, making for the direction of 
Carlingford. 


The vessel that had been showing dis- 


tress signals, a steam collier with three 
masts, was observed by the Clogher Head 
lifeboat. off Clogher Head, and, though 
she answered the description sent from 
Skerries, she was not then flying any fia- 
tress signals, and was proceeding under 
her own steam. 

The lifeboat, which is powered by a 
motor engine, went in pursuit of the 
vessel, but, having gone a distance of over 
ten miles and seeing that there was no 
chance of catching up with the collier, 
returned to her station. 


The lifeboat was fully manned, Mr, 


the crew including the Rev. Father 
McCooey. Seas were running very high 
at the time, and while out the crew nad 
a pretty rough time of it. Almost all the 
population of the village came on the 
beach to see the lifeboat off on her errand 
of mercy, and until the boat returner 
kept watch. | 
Mr. Pollon, whose experience of lifeboat 


‘service covers more than a quarter of a 


century, when interviewed by ag Irish 
limes representative on his returf, gave 
it as his opinion that what had happened 
was that engine trouble developed in the 
steamer off Skerries, but that they were 
able to effect repairs between Skerries and 
Clogher Head, and was then able to pro- 
ceed under her own steam. 

““ Tf she had been drifting before the 
wind, strong as it was, we would have 
been able to reach her. She was going 
at about her usual rate, and seemed to 
be heading in the direction of the coast 
of Scotland, and t~ be in ballast.’”’ 

This is the first uvcasion on which the 
Howth lifeboat has received a call for over 
twent¥-five years. The last call was in 
April, 1907, when the boat was under 
sail. Mr. J. Angus, the present coxswain, 
was a member of the crew which put out 
on that occasion.

MANY SALMON DESTROYED.

A remarkable result of the recent floods 
has been the great mortality amongst 
spawning salmon. On the Knockbrack 
side, between the lands of Mr. Patrick D. 
Lyons and Mr. P. R. Fitzgerald, for a 
distance of about three. hundred yards, 
thirty-eight salmon, ranging from 10 to 
about 30lb., were lying dead on the 
strands and adjoinine lands. Further 
down the river greater numbers have been 
thrown out. 

It is not easy to account fer this 
destruction. Anglers are mostly of 
opinion that the salmon, after spawning, 
were too weak to regain the river when 
the flood was subsiding, as it usually falls 
rather rapidly. Others attribute the 
destruction to an over-charge of washed 
away tar deposits from the roads. Most 
of the fish are cock salmon, which are 
liable to disease at this time of the year. 


ROOFS STRIPPED. 


In Fermoy portions of the town roofs 
had slates stripped, and in Connolly street 
portions of chimneys were thrown down, 
but no perscns were injured. 

In the country districts several trees 
were uprooted, but no further damage was 
reported. Heavy rains accompanied the 
gale, and it is feared that as a result the 
Blackwater will again be in flood. 


SOUTHERN DISTRICTS, 


In the South vesterday big seas were 
still pounding the shores, and Cork 
Harbour was again very turbulent, the 
ferry services having to be suspended, 

The damage caused to railway lines near 
Courtmacsherry and Dungarvan has been 
repaired, but there was some further 
damage to the line at Dungarvan yester- 
day morning, repairs being again effected 
with little delay. There was no intérrup- 
tion of rail or road traffic, 

The damaged piers at Queenstown re- 
ceived a rather severe buffeting yesterday, 
but no further loss resulted. 

Extensive flooding is also reported from 
the Youghal, Clonakilty and Bantry 
districts and from many other centres, 
nearly the whole of Ireland being affected.

MR. NORTON’S STATEMENT. 


Mr. Norton, when interviewed by a re- 
presentative of the Jrish Times last night, 
said that he had heard nothing from the 
Government in connection with the pro- 
posed. ‘‘ cut ” since Saturday. Hé did not 
know whether the Government proposed ‘to 
reconsider their decision, but he under- 
stood that the matter might be further 
discussed by the Executive Council to be 
held this morning. 

The Government, he said, based the

had been described by the Minister for 
Finance as ‘“‘ entirely inaccurate ‘and | 
entirely unreliable.””

Mr. Norton recalled: that the present, 
Minister for Industry and Commerce on 
June 12th, 1931, had stated that tue 
Fianna Fail party believed that there was 
a large number of civil servants in the | 
lower grades who could justly claim that.

The Government's attitade, Mr. Norton 
continued, was hard +o. explain, The 
Government had not advanced, a single 
rail foil reason for enforcing such a 
severe ‘‘ cut?’ on the lower-paid’ grades, 
and .he. could. only conclude from. the 
manner in which his Union’s representa- 
tions had béen treated by the Government | 
that they were not concerned, even if the | 
wages of their servants fell to the poverty 
level. Wages “below £1 per week were cut 
by the Government in its arbitrary edict 
to enforce the “ cut.” He wondered, but 
could not explain the action of the Govern- 
ment in this matter, when they had 
claimed that they stood for decent wages. 
He wished that the Government had given 
some evidence of their professed faith in 
this instance. | 

“The Government’s attitude is ry 
serious isswe for trade unions and workers 
generally,” added Mr. Norton, ‘‘because 
by their action the Government is setting | 
a head-line in .cutting wages, and 
especially low wages. That is an example | 
which private employers generally will not 
be slow to follow. With the Government | 
setting the pace in this reactionary direc- 
tion private employers who believe in low 
wages will be provided by the Government 
with an excuse at least for a wage-cuthng 
campaign.”’ 

WAGE-CUTTING POLICY, 


Mr. Norton stated that he found it 
difficult to understand how the Govern- 
ment Party could stand for such a wage- 
slashing policy. He felt under no obliga- 
tion to support wage-cutting by any party,

IR WALTER RUNCIMAN, who figured 
in the New’ Year Honours List as one 
of the six new peers, told a reporter 

last night. that he will take the title of 
Lord Runciman of Shoreston. 

Sir Walter, who is in his eighty-sixth year, 
may be one of the oldest members of the 
House of Lords, but he will certainly be one 
of the youngest in spirit and outlook, 

He had just returned from a five-mile walk 
along the beacha near his home on the 
Northumbrian coast when the reporter spoke 
to him on the telephone. 

“Fit!” he shouted over the telephone— 
and one could almost feel the sting of the 
sea air over the wire—‘‘I never felt better.

Sir Walter has lived at Shoreston Hall, 
Sea Houses, looking out across the sea, for 
twenty years.

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PLANTATION CROPS. 


FALL IN BRITISH SUGAR, 
PRODUCTION, 


An important addition to the commodity 
series of pamphlets issued by the Empire 
Marketing Board is “ Plantation Crops‘: 
(H.M, Stationery Office, 6d. net), which 
shows the Empire’s share of the world trade 
in sugar, tea, coffee, cocoa, rubber, tobacco 
and spices. 

The statistics bring out that a remarkable 
feature of the trade in these commodities is 
the large number of countries dependent ‘upon 
a single product for the greater part of their 
export trade. Sugar represents more than 
one-half of the total exports of Cuba, 
Mauritius, Fiji, Barbados, Hawa, British 
Guiana, Porto Rico, and the Dominican 
Republic. Coffee is equally important to 
Brazil, Colombia, Costa Rica, Guatemala, 
Salvador, Haiti, and Nicaragua. Cocoa forms 
80 per cent. of the exports of the Gold 
Coast, tobacco one-half of those of Greece 
and three-quarters of those of Nyasaland, and 
cloves two-thirds of the outward trade of 
Zanzibar. 

The United Kingdom drinks six times as 
much tea as it drinks coffee, while the United 
States drinks sixteen times as much coffee as tea, 
South Africa leans distinctly to coffee, Canada 
has a slight preference for tea, while Australia 
is definitely a tea-drinking country. Before 
the war the Empire had a net annual surplus 
of about 27,000 tons of tea, but at present 
production only just equals consumption. 
While the United Kingdom is tending to re- 
tain for home consumption pm ms coffee and 
re-export foreign coffee, it inclines to retain 
foreign tea and re-export Empire tea. 

The effect of the fall in the price of rubber 
is shown by the bringing together o: the 
principal rubber statistics for the last six 
years. British Malaya’s rubber exports, 
worth in 1929 £51,000,000, were valued m 
19351 at no more than £14,000,000. The 
Empire supplies about two-thirds of the 
world’s rubber and nearly the same pro- 
portion of its cocoa. 

On the other hand, the Empire still needs 
to import heavy quantities of sugar and 
tobacco. The United Kingdom produced in 
1930, under the stimalus:of the beet-sugar 
subsidy, as much as 21 per cent. of its total 
requirements, but the proportion has fallen 
seriously since. Empire countries as yet pro 
duce only sufficient tobacco to cover the con- 
sumption by other Empire countries, apart 
from the United Kingdom.
